SERBIAN PREMIER MAKES STRONG

speedy aid from England in Serbia’s superhuman efforts to de- 
fend her existence against the Austro-Germans and Bulgarians, 
who have, he says, condemned her to death. 

‘Kor twenty days,’’ the premier says, ‘‘our common enemies 
have tried to annihilate us and despite the heroism of our soldiers, 
our resistance cannot be expected to be maintained indefinitely.”’

While there was no criticism of the 
conduct of the near “eastern © cam- 
paign there was a general demand 
when the House of Lords met, for in- 
formation, and the suggestion of a 
smaller cabinet to have charge of the 
war received support. 

Reviews Operations. 

Lord Lansdowne, in his repiy, gave 
a general review of the Saloniki oper- 
ations, while Earl Curzon of Kedles- 
ton, lord privy seal, made the state 
ment that Premier Asquith had under 
consideration the matter of a smaller 
executive, 5 .
